A single group of not more than

of American prosperity today, a 
careful and painstaking survey of 
tax and other returns to the Fed- 
@ral government discloses. These 
Men are directors and officers of 
dominant corporations in many 
lines of industry — corporations 
which are setting the fast pace in 
our. new-found prosperity. They 
manage the affairs of about 1,200 
out of more than 400,000 corpora- 
tions doing business in America at 
the present time. The stockholders 
of those 1,200 corporations will re- 
ceive in dividends half of the net 
profits of American business, incor- 
yorated, in 1926. 

Measured by the performances of 
years, there will be a net 


| profit to the country’s corporations 


"| of more than $10,000,000,000 in 


1926. In 1923 the net profit 


’ amounted to about $8,300,000,000. 


It was somewhat lower than that 
figure during the rather dull year 
of 1924, but leaped upward again 
fn the record-breaking prosperity in 
1925. And now, with 1926 eclips- 
ing last year in volume of business 
and in profits, net profits are due 
for another record figure. Ten 
billions seems _ ultraconservative; 
this year’s net may run as high as 


* $12,000,000,000.

Three years ago the country’s 
corporations split the net profits in 
@ manner which gave high testimo- 
nial to the efficiency of the great 
corporations, amply financed and 
To begin, 2 cor- 
porations out of every 5 made no 
money at all. They went through 
the motions of doing business, but 
declared deficits instead of divi- 
dends at the end of the year. Elimi- 
nation of these nonprofitable corpo- 
rations brought the number of suc- 
cessful concerns doing business as 
corporations down to some 233,000. 

Many Operating at Loss. 

That proportion, a study of tax 
returns discloses, probably holds 
true for today. Two out of every 
five corporations are operating at 
a loss at the present time when our 
prosperity is greater than at any 
time in the past. The tax returns 
will show it when they are totaled 
up for 1926, or there will be the 
most thorough and complete re- 
versal of form in the history of the 
internal revenue bureau. Losses 
as a rule, are small, relatively, but

Representatives of more than 20

One Washing‘on man was drown- 
ed and three narrowly escaped 
death, when the automobile in 
which they were driving’ on the 
Atlantic City pike, failed to negoti- 
ate a sharp turn in the road at 
Pedricktown, N. J., and plunged 
into a creek early yesterday. 

The drowned man is Lawrence 
Connor, 23 years old, of 1126 
Twenty-fifth street northwest. To- 
gether with Ashton Crist, 27 years 
old, 819 Nineteenth street north- 
west: John W. Cox, 25 years old, 
2425 Girard place northeast, and 
George J. Cunningham, 27 years 
old, 1021 Nineteenth street north- 
west, he was on his way to Atlantic 
City to spend the week-end and 
Labor day. 

Left Capital Saturday. 

The four men left Washington at 
4 o’clock Saturday afternoon, in 
Crist’s automobile. At midnight 
they ferried the Delaware river at 
Penns Grove. Four miles beyond, 
while passing through -Pedricktown, 
the accident occurred. Driving over 
an unfamiliar roadway, Crist failed 
to observe the sharp bend in the 
pike, steering a straight course into 
Oldmans creek, which is 15 feet 
deep at that point. 

All swam to the shore, with the 
exception of Connor, who was un- 
able to swim. After New Jersey 
authorities had dragged the creek 
for several hours his body was 
found at 2 o'clock in the afternoon 
about. 25 yards from the point 
where the automobile had entered 
the water. When found the pos- 
ture of the body indicated that he 
had been asleep at the time of the 
accident. Connor had ridden in the 
front seat with Crist and Cunning- 
Ham, Cox riding alone in the rear. 

Mother Collapses. 

The three surviving members of 
the party, all suffering from expos- 
ure, were put to bed in the home of 
Mrs. Harvey Justice, in Pedrickton, 
while Connor’s body was removed 
to ‘Penns Grove by Coroner Noel 
Gross. Mrs. Connor collapsed when 
she received news of her son’s 
death at her home here yesterday, 
and it has been necessary to place 
her under doctor’s care. She lost 
another of her sons during the 
world war. 

Connor was in business here as 
a plumber. His brother, John Con- 
nor, left for Penns Grove yesterday 
to take charge of the body. Mrs. 
Cunningham, the mother of one of 
the men, said last night that she 
had experienced a premonition that 
something would happen. Cun- 
ningham is employed here as a plas-

Colorado ihitesite Workers

Salida, Colo., Sept. 5 (By A. P.). 
Nineteen persons were killed and 
50 injured, 25 of them seriously, 
when the engine and seven cars 
of the crack ‘‘Scenic Special” of 
the Denver & Rio Grande Western 
railroad toppled into the Arkansas 
river in the mountainous country 
near Leadville today. 

The train, running slowly, struck 
a bowlder on the tracks while 
rounding a curve, tore up 150 feet 
of tracks and dived downward 
across the river, landing 30 feet 
from the far side of the stream. 
The baggage cars, two coaches and 
a sleeper followed the engine and 
piled up in eight feet of water. 

Injured Cry for Aid. 

Many injured passengers, strewn 
along the banks of the river, were 
crying for aid when relief trains 
from here reached the scene of the 
wreck .at 12:45 p. m., two hours 
‘after the wreck occurred. Surviv- 
ors were huddled about fires thaw- 
ing out after their plunge into the 
icy waters of the river. First aid 
was administered to the sufferers 
and the train brought the more se- 
riously injured to hospitals here. 

The wreck occurred in the can- 
yon of the Arkansas river, bordered 
on the west by the towering Sa- 
watch range, in which are located 
Motmnt’~Massive’ and Mount Yale, 
two of Colorado’s most towering 
peaks. The scene of the crash is 
approximately 50 miles northwest 
of the Royal gorge proper.

'NATION’S POWER LIMITED, 
CABINET MEMBERS HOLD 

Cooperation of Producers, Re- 
finers, States and Nation 


Outlined as Necessary. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Recognizing a natural concern 
over the nation’s future oil supply, 
the Federal oil conservation board, 
after 19 months of investigation, 
recommended to President Coolidge 
yesterday a far-reaching plan of 
protection calling for cooperation 
between the oil-producing States 
and the Federal government, be- 
tween the States themselves, and 
between the oil operators. 

The report, signed by Secretaries 
Work, chairman; Dwight F. Davis, 
Wilbur and Hoover, who make up 
the board, dealt entirely with do- 
mestic oil conditions, and was 
formulated at the direction of the 
President after he had been advised 
that ‘‘failure to bring in producing 
wells for a two-year period would 
slow down the wheels of industry 
and bring serious industrial depres- 
sion.’’ 

Declaring that proven oil re- 
sources do not imply future produc- 
tion, the board voices its principal 
concern over the fact that present 
reserves are estimated at about 4,- 
500,000,000 barrels, theoretically 
but six years’ supply, adding that 
while the existing reserves do not 
mean a shortage of supplies, their 
life, as compared with proven iron 
and coal supplies, which are gauged 
centuries in advance, was ‘“‘such as 
always to maintain concern.” 


Sources of Future Supply. 


Tracing the history of the oil in- 
dustry from, the discovery of the 
first successful well in northwestern 
Pennsylvania in 1859 to the end of 
June, 1926, during which time 
9,000,000,000 barrels of crude oil 
were produced, the report pointed 
out that one-third of this total was 
taken from the ground in less than 
five years, with the 1925 produc- 
tion exceeding 750,000,000 barrels. 
It was held, therefore, that provi- 
sion of future supplies, in the face 
of this greatly enhan¢ed production 
in recent years, must come from the 
following sources: 

Existing reserves, possible dis- 
covery of new sands in the known 
areas by deeper drillings, possible 
discovery of new fields, improved 
methods which ‘will recover a larger 
proportion of the oil, better utili- 
zation of crule oils by diversion 
from less essential to more essen- 
tial uses—such as conversion of 
fuel oil into gasoline—better con- 
trol of the flush flow from newly 
discovered fields, economies in con- 
sumption by improved mechanical 
devices, supplies from distillation 
of oil shales and coal, and foreign 
oil fields. 

“The major part of the measures 
that must be taken to protect our 
|future supplies,’’ the report said, 
“must rest upon the normal com- 
mercial initiative or private enter- 
prise.’’ 


Contribution of Industry. 


The directions in which the in- 
dustry could contribute to assure 
future supplies were enumerated 
as: 

‘Continued exploration for exteén- 
Sion of known sands and deeper 
sands in known fields. 

“Continued exploration for new 
fields. 

‘Systematic research and experi- 
men* upon methods of securing a 
larger proportion of the oil from the 
sands.

Crown Seen In Peril. 


Geneva, Sept. 5 (By A. P.),— 
Reports reached Geneva tonight 
that revolution had broken out in 
Spain. Theyhad the effect of in- 
creasing the interest in the Spanish 
situation among delegates from half 
a hundred countries who have ar- 
rived for the opening tomorrow of 
the seventh assembly. 

Private reports coming in the 
past ten days to well informed cir- 
cles have forecast difficulties in the 
peninsula owing to the opposition 
of the army to the government, but 
it. was declared open hostility to 
Primo Rivera was prevented by the 
fact that the opposition was itself 
divided. 

These réports went to the ex- 
treme of predicting that any over- 
throw of the Spanish dictator might 
imperil even the position of the 
king himself and gradually lead to 
the formation of a_ republican: 
regime. 

Hendaye, Franco-Spanish’ Fron- 
tier, Sept. 5 (By A. P.).—The “his- 
toric events in Spain” predicted by 
Senor Yanguas, the foreign minis- 
ter, prior to his departure from San 
Sebastian for Madrid are occurring 
across the French frontier. Instead 
of involving the international rela- 
tions of Spain, however, they are 
confined to _ internal disorders, 
which, advices reaching here indi- 
cate, are assuming formidable pro- 
portions. 

With army mutinies breaking out 
at Segovia, 45 miles northwest of 
Madrid, and Valladolid, 100 miles 
from Madrid, relations are reported 
to be severely strained between the 
dictator and the king. Gen. Primo 
de Rivera has a problem of more 
immediate moment on his hands, it 
is believed, than withdrawing from 
the League of Nations or repudia- 
tion of the Algeciras treaty, which 
Senor Yangua’s statement was in- 
terpreted as forecasting. 

Stringent measures already have 
beén taken by Primo de Rivera to 
prevent the yevolutionary movement 
from spreading. 

There has been an estrangement 
for the past few months between 
the king and Primo de Rivera. ‘The 
king’s appointment of Gen. Beren- 
guer, former high commissioner in 
Morocco, as commandant of the 
royal military household is said to 
have .been the last straw.

On the eve of the third anni- 
versary of his assumption of gov- 
ernmental control in Spain, Gen. 
Primo de Rivera, himself a soldier, 
is faced with a most serious situ- 
ation—the opposition of his own 
army. 

A censorship has been estab- 

lished at Madrid and the real ex- 
tent of the mutiny in the artillery 
section of the army has not been 
divulged. The Spanish government 
in its official statement admits 
mutinous conduct by one or: two 
garrisons, but at the same time 
gives it to be understood that the 
movement by the military came as 
a surprise to the people. 
The present discontent is not 
contined to the artillery. From 
Gen. Weyler, former chief of gen- 
eral staff, down, there has existed 
unrest among many other illustri- 
ous men, both military and civil- 
ians, such as Count Romanones, 
former premier, and Gen. Aguilera, 
former minister of war. 


Aggravated Last June. 


This state of dissatisfaction be- 
came aggravated last June, when 
a royal decree was.issued by which 
promotions of officers ine all 
branches of the army were ordered 
by election, instead of seniority. 
The decree caused a_ great stir 
among the officers, who asserted 
that the new rule would make for 
favoritism. ; 

Shortly after the announcement 
of the decree, the government, with 
the aid of the police, checked a 
military plot headed by Gens. Wey- 
ler and Aguilera. Altogether, 21 
persons, including Dr. Maranon, the 
king’s physician, were arrested and 
fined. Count Romanones also was 
involved. Then came an attempt 
against. the life of the premier in 
Barcelona. A dagger was thrown 
at Gen. de Rivera, but missed its 
mark. 

Thus while the Spanish dictator 
assumed power with the aid of the 
army, this in part has lined up 
against him together with his poli- 
tical opponents, the liberals, con- 
servatives and republicans. The 
clericals remain loyal to him. 


King’s Position Obscure, 


The exact position of King 
fonso is obscure. Gen. 
Berenguer, who was held 
ible for the Spanish disaster in 
Morocco in 1921 and served a 
prison sentence because of, it, has 
been made head of the king’s mili- 
tary household. He is known to 
consider Primo de Rivera as his 
archenemy. . 

Curiously, the Marquis of Caval- 
canti held the-same post now oc- 
cupied by Berengeur. He, too, was 
once court-martialed in connection 
with the Moroccan disaster, but was 
acquitted. 

The Spanish intelligentsia, the 
headquarters of which. is the 
Ateneo, always has been opposed to 
the dictator. He referred to them 
as ‘‘intellectual anarchists’’ and 
closed the Ateneo. : Prof. Unamuno 
is one of their leaders. He, was ex- 
lled and resides in France. ‘ 

There also remains Vicente 
Blasco Ibanez, the novelist, who 
“éxposed” the military dictator- 
ship in a pamphlet.

In a report ldrafted for Congress 
and made public yesterday the com- 
mission discussed the ‘‘uses and 
abuses and the direct and incidental 
effects of future trading in grain,”’ 
and suggested that any measures 
tending ‘‘to make the exchanges 
more exacting as regards the char- 
acter of the customers and of these 
customers’ methods of trading 
would tend to improve the situa- 
tion.’ 

The report set forth a number of 
general remedial policies rather 
than definite measures designed to 
carry such suggestions into effect. 

“Registration of persons desiring 
to trade in futures,’’ it said, ‘‘might 
help in the developing of conscious- 
ness of the responsibility involved 
and the demonstrably incompetent 


ought to be excluded from the 
market. 


Would Bar Credit. 


“Credit should not be granted by 
the broker to facilitate speculative 
trading in futures, and margins suf- 
ficient to make it unnecessary for 
a trader to unload in haste should 
be required by rule. Substitutes 
for adequate margining should 
not be allowed. In general the 
speculator should not be permitted 
to increase his risks out of propor- 
tion to his funds available for 
Speculation, as such practices tend 
to increase the fluctuations of the 
market. 

“The speculator should 
dealt with that he will 
only the price risk he 
assume. 

“It is highly desirable, without 
tying up cash unproductivély, to 
prevent the broker’s employment of 
margins entrusted to him either in 
speculative ventures of his own or 
in granting credit to other specula- 
tors. Customers’ deposits might 
well be safeguarded by public audit 
and by other necessary regulations.

*“Some brokers are proud of the 
assimilation of their business to 
that of banking.

“Trade unions direct their efforts 
toward the elevation of living stand- 
ards,”’ he said, ‘‘toward the advance- 
ment of the educational, moral and 
spiritual welfare of the workers. 
They ally themselves with every 
movement organized for community, 
social and civic betterment. 

“The working people need trades 
unions. Industry needs them, for 
they serve as a stabilizing force 
protecting employes against the 
evil consequences of greed and 
selfishness. Society needs trade 
unions and we ask the church to 
give to them its assistance and 
support.” 

Cites English Example. 


Mr. Green said ‘‘the problems of 
industry are problems of the 
church. The active participation of 
responsible church leaders,’’ in the 
English coal strike, he said, showed 
“a very deep interest’’ on the part 
of the church in industrial prob- 
lems, an interest “gratifying to the 
membership of organized labor.’

Orpheum Circuit Makes New 
Agreement; Musicians in 
Chicago Sign Up. 


NEW YORK PACT REACHED 


Chicago, Sept. 5 (By A. P.).— 
Cancellation of orders for a nation- 
wide sympathetic strike of union 
musicians, stage hands and moving 
picture machine operators employed 
in Orpheum vaudeville circuit the- 
aters, reached here today in time 
to avoid the interruption of shows 
in ten Orpheum circuit theaters. 
Another strike of musicians in 400 
moving picture houses here was 
averted when an agreement was 
reached early today. 

The Chicago Federation of Musi- 
cians was notified of a settlement 
made by San Francisco Orpheum 
circuit theater managers and musi- 
cians in a telegram received from 
Joe Weber, of New York, national 
head of the musicians. The strike 
was to have been effective after last 
night’s performance. 

The local differences were 
straightened out when managers 
and musicians agreed to an in- 
crease of $4.50 a week in wages, 
with working hours to remain the 
same as in the old contract. The 
local, strike had been called for to- 
night. 

The strike in the Orpheum ecir- 
cuit theaters was actually in effect 
at midnight, when operators, musi- 
cians and stage hands in the ten 
theaters walked out in compliance 
with the strike order. 

The Orpheum strike would also 
have taken effect in at ‘least two 
more cities in the Northwest as a 
similar group of employes walked 
out in the Orpheum theaters in both 
Des Moines and Minneapolis at mid- 
night. 

New York, Sept. 5 (By A. P.).— 
Ratification of a 2-year agreement 
by which stage hands employed in 
Greater New York get salary in- 
creases of from 20 to 40 per cent 
Was announced today at a mass 
meeting of 1,800. members of the 
Stage Hands union. The agreement 
affects about 2,200 stage hands, in- 
cluding those of the legitimate the- 
aters, vaudeville, burlesque and mo- 
tion picture houses and stage con- 
struction shopmen.

DAUGHERTY'S TRIAL 
OPENS TOMORROW: 
MERTON A WITNESS 


Miller, Former Alien Property 
Custodian, Also to Face 
Federal Jury. 


$7,000,000 IN GERMAN 
PROPERTY RETURNED

Former Officials Said to Have 
Divided $391,000 After 
Approving Claim. 


——— 


New York, Sept. 5 (By A. P.). 
Two former Federal officials go on 
trial here Tuesday in what has been 
described as the outstanding legal 
case arising from the post-war 
clean-up in the United States. 

Harry M. Daugherty, former At- 


torney General, and Col. Thomas W. 
Miller, one time alien .property 
custodian, face a Federal jury on 
a charge of conspiring to defraud 
the government in the $7,000,000 
American Metals Co. case, involving 
the return in 1921, of alleged 
enemy-owned cash and _ liberty 
bonds by the .custodian to alien 
claimants. 

Legal lights assert the case is 
unique in that it marks the first 
actual trial of so high a govern- 
ment official as Daugherty on 
criminal charges arising from acts 
during his tenure of office. The 
former Attorney General was cited 
by the Federal grand jury here last 
December for contempt in refusing 
to answer questions propounded 
during the district attorney’s in- 
quiry, on the ground'that it would 
incriminate him. 


Stock Seized by Palmer. 


The genesis of the case dates 
back to the seizure by Custodian A. 
Mitchell Palmer of a large propor- 
tion of American Metals stock as 
German-owned property. Officers 
of the company declared under oath 
they held the stock for the Metall- 
gesellaschaft, and Metalbank, Ger- 
man corporations, and for various 
members of the Merton family, of 
Frankfort. 

With the approval\ of the Amer- 
ican government neg@tiations were 
started during the war for the pur- 
chase by American stockholders of 
this alleged enemy interest and in 
an ensuing contract, the German 
owners of record represented them- 
selves as holding title to the stock. 
The contract. was not approved in 
Washington, however, and_ the 
stock later was sold by the alien 
property custodian for $7,000,000, 
which was held in the Treasury 
pending afterwar settlements. 

In 1921 the hitherto silent Swiss 
corporation, Societe Suisse Pour 
Valeurs de Metaux, made formal 
claim for the proceeds of the sale 
on the ground that a few days be- 
fore the declaration of war the 
German owners had orally trans- 
ferred all their interest in «the 
American Metals Co. to the Swiss 
corporation. 


Miller Approved Claim. 


Official records show that the 
claim was filed September 20, 1921, 
and was approved in 24 hours by 
Miller as custodian and was passed 
and ordered paid by Daugherty as 
Attorney General on September 23. 
The indictment charges that ap- 
proval was given without investiga- 
tion of the merits of the claim and 
that Daugherty and Miller, among 
others, received $391,000 in the 
very bonds which comprised the 
funds at issue. 

Richard Merton, German copper 
magnate; John T. King, former Re- 
publican national committeeman 
from Connecticut, and Jess W. 
Smith, a confidant in Washington 
of Daugherty, also were named by 
the grand jury. Smith committed 
suicide before the inquiry was for- 
mally launched. King died after 
the indictments were returned.

Norfolk, Sept. 5 (By A. P.).— 
Four Episcopalians, three Catholics, 
one Baptist and one Methodist, are 
included in the list of nine grand 
jurors who are to be summoned to- 
morrow by Judge B. D. White, of 
the Princess Anne county 
court, to convene Monday; Septem- 
ber 13, to investigate the kidnaping 
last Wednesday night of the Rev.

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THE REVOLT IN SPAIN. 

Rivera, Spanish dictator, is 
face to face with the military revolt that has 
been threatening to plunge Spain into revo- 
lution. The garrisons at Segovia and Valla- 
dolid having given signs of open mutiny, they 
were confined to their barracks, many arrests 
were made, and King Alfonso Was hastily 
summoned to Madrid from San _ Sebastian. 
Soon after his arrival a government decree was 
issued, declaring a ‘‘state of war’ throughout 
the peninsula, and providing for summary trial 
of all persons offering resistance to the gov- 
ernment. Madrid was reported to be quiet. 

The most significant feature of the situation 
is the support given by the kimg to his pre- 
mier. Obviously, rumors of a quarrel be- 
tween them are baseless. The mutinies at Sego- 
via and Valladolid, while symptomatic of bad 
conditions in the army, can be easily sup- 
pressed by Gen. de Rivera so long as he has 
the confidence and support of the king. Mili- 
tary officers who have been conspiring against 
the dictator are by no means agreed among 
themselves as to a course of action, and the 
arrest of some of the ringleaders a few weeks 
ago undoubtedly dealt to the 
movement. 

Spain is in the midst of engrossing foreign 
problems which are about to result in momen- 
tous decisions on her part. It isan awkward 
moment for domestic turmoil—and that is 
probably the reason why the mutineers chose 
it. The immediate cause of disaffection is the 
ruling by the dictator providing for army pro- 
motion by selection instead Of by seniority. 
Gen. de Rivera thus far has shown himself a 
most capable director of Spanish affairs, no- 
tably in cooperating with France in Tinging to 
an end the war in the Riff, which was sapping 
the strength of Spain and undermining the 
loyalty of the people to the government., The 
interminable series of reverses suffered by 
Spain discouraged the people, and the taking 
of men from the peninsula to fight an endless 
war aroused intense resentment in thousands 
of families. This state of affairs was capi- 
talized by army officers who opposed Dictator 
de Rivera’s stern rule. Socialism and com- 
munism aré playing their part, also, in stirring 
up opposition to the government.

This move has been construed as an 
effort to coerce the league of nations in the 
matter of electing Spain to a permanent seat 
in the council. Now that the league has acted 
it remains to be seen whether Spain will make 
the Tangier question an acute issue with the 
other powers.

LABOR DAY. 


Contrasted with the condition of labor in 
the world outside, that of the American work- 
ingman is indeed ideal. On Labor day, 1926, 
the executive council of th American Federa- 
tion is making an appeal to all Americans to 
aid the families of the British coal miners. 
More than a million men, women and children 
are suffering for the bare’ necessities of life, 
while on this side of the Atlantic prosperity 
exists everywhere. 

In Germany the number of ; unemployed iS 
growing larger as the winter approaches. Mus- 
solini, Italy’s dictator, finds it necessary to 
control the diet of the people as a measure of 
conservation, and in Belgium King Albert, for 
a like cause, has found it necessary to take 
similar action. 

In France there is less unemployment, but 
the worker receives wages grotesquely inade- 
quate to meet the cost of food. Similar con- 
ditions exist in Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Jugo- 
slavia, Roumania and Greece. 

With a few exceptions peace prevails 
throughout the labor world in the United 
States. Congressional action has averted the 
possibility of a conflict between the railroads 
and tbxir employes. .The anthracite fields 
are peaceful as a result of the arbitration of 
last winter, and the production of bituminous 
coal throughout the “soft coal region” ‘indi- 
cates that in spite of the rumbling of discon- 
tent among the miners there is no such dis- 
tress as prevails among those engaged in like 
operations in the European coal fields. 

According to James J. Davis, Secretary of 
Labor. the sweeping change in taste and styles 
is responsible in great measure for the unsat- 
isfactory condition in the textile industry. In 
every other respect, Secretary Davis says, the 
industry of the country is on a sound basis, 
which promises to become permanent. “The 
workingman understands as well as his em- 
ployer,’ says Mr. Davis, ‘the principles under- 
lying the present business. and economic con- 
ditions, and as a consequence at the present 
time labor is in the fortunate position of find- 
ing a fairly regular demand for its service at 
the highest wages known to history. The 
spirit of harmony and good will prevailing 
between those who work and those who em- 
ploy is by all odds the outstanding feature of 
the industrial. situation.”’ 


A BRITISH WITNESS. ’ 


A letter from a British automobile manu- 
facturing concern to the London Times; pub- 
lished August 25, should prove interestins to 
Americans who insist that export trade from 
this country is injured by the high tariff. The 
British concern writes: 3 

Certain conditions benefit (a) European 
competitors and (b) the United States of 

America. In the case of the Kuropean 

countries, British manufacturers are se- 

verely up against depreciated currencies 
and high import duties. The first enable 
them to sell cheaply in this country, whilst 
the first and second render the price of 

British goods extremely dear in those 

countries. In years gone by we used to 

export our cars to France, Belgium and 

Italy, but with francs and lire at their 

present level, together with the import 

duty, business, except for a few ‘isolated 
cases, is impossible. 
As regards the United States, we wonder 

if Mr. Graham.fully appreciates their re- 

markable geographical and economic posi- 

tion. In addition to their wealth amassed 
from the war, they possess an enormous 
home market, coupled with free trade be- 
tween the constituent States and a sub- 
stantial tariff wall to keep outsiders out- 
side. Can one imagine a more ideal bisis 
for successful export? 

That American manufacturers, and es- 
pecially the manufacturers of motor cars, 

‘have been able to pay high wages and 

cheapen production by the mass produc- 

tion methods they have adopted is beyond 
dispute, and every credit is due to them. 

For a while British automobile industry re- 
ceived the benefit of protective tarNf duties— 
the so-called McKenna duties. These were re- 
moved by the labor government, which stub- 
bornly insisted that tariff duties increased the 
cost of living. The present government of 
Britain reimposed those duties, and the British 
concern in question writes to the Times that 
“the industry is only just recovering from the 
disastrous removal of those duties, the reim- 
position of which a year ago is only just be- 
ginning to take effect.”’ 

If the British empire could be brought to 
adopt the American policy of free trade be- 
tween its states and protection against outside 
competition, the manufacturers of Great Bri- 
tain would have an advantage comparable to 
that enjoyed by American manufacturers—a 
great home market. British manufacturers 
could solve the unemployment problem if they 
had a market. As for the cost of living, it is 
higher in Britain than in the United States. 
So much for the theory that a high tariff in- 
creases the cost-of living. But Americans are 
employed and can pay the cost of living, thanks 
to protection, while British workers are unem- 


THE NITRATE INDUSTRY. 

The inroads made against the Chilean ni- 
trate industry by manufacturers of pure nitro- 
gen are such as to threaten the extinction of 
the nitrate industry in Chile, according to Mr. 
Pascual Baburizza, president of the Lautaro 
Nitrate Co., Ltd., in his official address to the 
stockholders. He states that the industry is 
‘rapidly coming to a decisive turning point,’’ 
and furnishes figures’ which reveal the exis- 
tence of extremely dangerous competition. 

In 1924-25 Chilean nitrate consumption 
amounted to 2,377,000 tons, while in 1925-26 
there was a decrease of 300,000 tons. Pro- 
duction of competitive nitrogen has risen from 
823,000 tons in 1913 to 1,190,000 tong’ in 
1925. In 1894 Chile furnished 73 per cent of 
the world’s nitrogen needs, and all com ors 
furnished 27 per cent. In 1925-26 the figures 
‘were reversed, Chile furnishing only 26 per 
cent and its competitors furnishing 74 per ‘ 
cent. ‘After satisfying three-fourths of the 
‘world’s consumption 32 years ago,” said Mr. 
Baburizza, “we have descended to supply 
barely one-fourth of nitrogen requirements.” 

‘Mr. Baburizza gave two~reasons for this 
momentous change—the protectionist policy 
Protection, he said, is the policy that has 


vigorously in England, that, tends to develop it 
decisively in France, Italy, Japan and other 
countries, and which is a matter of careful 
consideration in the United States of North 
America.”’ 
ropean importers of Chilean nitrate during the 
past season sold at cost price, or at a loss, and 
yet “the rival producers have mainthined 
prices much lower than ours.’”’ An increase of 
500,000 tons of stocks on hand and the uncer- 
tainty of the future market has ‘‘determined 
the closing down of many oficinas. If circum- 
stances do not change for the better, the num- 
ber of oficinas working will continue to di- 
minish.”’ | 

Mr. Baburizza’s remedy for the situation is 
a decrease in the present export duty on ni- 
trate from Chile, which amounts to 5 shillings 
aton. Heasks the government of Chile to co- 
operate with the producers in reducing prices 
by at least 4 shillings a ton in order to meet 
foreign competition and prevent widespread 
unemployment in Chile. But the duty on ni- 
trate exports is one of Chile’s important 
sources of revenue, and the government. finds 
it difficult to extend the aid to the industry 
which it must have if it is to exist in the face 
of foreign competition. 


THE PROSPERITY ISSUE. 
President Coolidge and his political lieuten- 
ants are eternally right in declaring that the 
issue between the two great parties is pros- 
perity, and not the prohibition question, 


In consequence of this policy, Eu-

as an issue dividing the two parties, because 
the parties themselves are divided: on the 
question, There are wet and dry Republi- 
cans and wet and dry Democrats, 
ocratic party, while drifting in some States 
toward the wet side, dares not make itself a 
national wet party. ‘The South stands like 
a stone wall against such a course, and the 
Middle West offers no encouragement to any 
wet party.: Shrewd Democratic leaders are 
looking for an issue that will overshadow the 
wet and dry question and hold their party 
together, 

The Republican party can justly claim that 
it has fostered and maintained prosperity by 
means of the protective tariff. The Demo- 
cratic party opposes this tariff and contends 
that prosperity, would be greater if the tariff 
were reduced. There is a clean-cut issue. It 
jis national in scope, and it affects every voter. 

Ingenious suggestions are made in behalf 
of tariff reduction. 
countries can not pay what they owe to the 
United States unless they are permitted to 
sell goods in this market. The claim is also 
made, as usual, that many industries are in- 
ordinately protected—that they are giants 
capable of competing with foreign industries, 
without tariff protection, and that this pro- 
tection enables these giant industries to over- 
charge American. consumers. 

A discordant note is sounded in the Dem- 
ocratic ranks by James W. Gerard, former 
Ambassador to Germany. In an address at 
Newport on Saturday he said: 

Europe is boiling. They feel that we 
are economically rich; that they are kept 
out of this country and can’t sell their 
goods here, hence they hate us. Germany 
took advantage of her fa‘l in currency to 
put all her large industrial plants in 
order, and is now ready for producing 
goods on a large-scale capacity, greater 
than any other nation. +A high tariff 
is the only protection the United States 
has as an offset, for if it is lowered, the 
high-waged American worker will meet 
the direct competition of the low-waged 
German, As a Democrat I think it is 
impossible to change-the present tariff. 
There is solid truth in this summary of the 

situation, On the ground of. protection to 
American industry and American labor the 
Republican party can make_its best appeal for 
continued power. The country is prosperous, 


‘That is a substantial fact worth a ton of theory. 


A proposal to reduce the tariff is a proposal 
to experiment with American prosperity. ‘‘Let 
wel! enough alone” is a good slogan for the 
Republicans to adopt.

President Coolidge has been compelled to 
administer another rebuke to the Secretary of 
the Navy for injudicious utterances. Mr. Wil- 
bur recently indulged in the boast that the 
United States is prepared to demonstrate that 
it leads the world in airplane construction and 
operation. It is an empty boast, without facts 
to warrant it, and even if it were true it should 
not be made. Mr. Coolidge promptly dis- 
avows the implied suggestion that the United 
States is engaged in competitive armament. 
He makes the fact clear that while the United 
States will endeavor to improve its place in 
aviation, it will not match its resources with 
any other nation. 

The truth is that the United States is far 
behind its rightful place in aviation. It is 
poorly equipped with modern planes for mili- 
tary and naval use. The only place in the 
world where the pair of travelers who recently 
encircled the world encountered delays and 
disappointments in flying was in the United 
States. They were prompt'y served, without 
accident, in other countries, even in soviet 
Russia; but in this country confusion of orders, 
inefficiency and failure marked some of the at- 
tempts of government airmen .to aid the 
travelers. The records for nonstop, altitude 
and speed flying are held abroad, not by Amer- 
icans. Accidents are at least as frequent as 
in foreign countries, and apparently more so. 

There is a great opportunity for the army 
and navy to improve aviation, but it is a poor 
time to indulge in boasting.

The $10,000 in prizes 
is the gift of Edward Plaut, manu- 
facturer, of New York. 

The movement of the manufac- 
turers, of course, is an attempt to 
Standardize prices. According to 
Senator Capper, the manufacturer 


|of trade-marked, advertised goods 


claims that the merchant who buys 
his goods buys his name and a po- 


tential market of waiting customers, 


and that, for that reason, it should 
be his privilege to control prices. 


Senator Explains Problem. 


Senator Capper continued: 

“The price-cutting merchant fa- 
vors the present policy that, having 
purchased the goods, he is then en- 
titled to sell at whatever price he 
chooses. The large department 
store in this respect may take ad- 
vantage of a large volume of busi- 
ness and efficient management. 
The consumer does not reflect that 
a price cut which saves him 6 cents 
affects in practice the whole system 
of distribution.”’

Co., which was incorporated in 
1899, is the largest producer of 
merchant pig iron in the United 
States and has the record of earn- 
ing a profit in every year since its 
incorporation. In °1924 the Ala- 
bama Co., also a consistent profit 
maker, was acquired. 

During the depression of 1920, 
which severely affected the iron in- 
dustry, earnings naturally fell off 
sharply. Nevertheless, net income 
in neither 1921 or 1922 fell below 
$500,000 and in 1923 the company 
was able to earn $20.22 per share 
on its common stock. In spite of 
quieter trend of business generally 
in 1924, earnings in that year were 
equal to $10.47 on the common 
stock, while 1925 earnings amount- 
ed to $15.10 per share. At the 
time of last report the company’s 
financial condition was good, net 
working capital amounting to over 
$5,000,000, and cash on hand alone 
being equal to 2% times all current 
liabilities.

Eleven beauties and Lionel Barry- 
more vie for first attention in the 
program at the Rialto this week.

Yet,the film. as a whole must be 
recorded as only moderately suc- 
cessful. There is something lack- 
ing in the management of the 
scenes, the logical sequence of 
events. The development is too 
abruptly shifting, too sudden in its 
final stoppage, to bring out the full 
moral impressiveness of the tale. 
The resources of the films, in the 
way of double exposure and ‘he 
like, have been used in some 
measure to depict the conscience- 
haunted mind of Mathias, but not 
with nearly the imaginative power 
that the situation calls for. 

Nevertheless the film ranks well 
above the general run of the screen 
in interest and attractiveness. Play-

ISADORA-DUNCAN ONE

Sofia Tolstoy ialits That She 
Is the Rightful Heir, but 
Sister Has a Will. 


sept. 5 (By A. P.).— 
Soviet judges and lawyers are rack- 
ing their brains to determine how 
the property left by the late poet 
Sergei Yessinin, who committed 
suicide last December at Leningrad, 
can be equitably apportioned among 
the eccentric writer’s three wives, 
his parents, his two sisters and his 
many children, legitimate and ille- 
gitimate, all of whom have entered 
claims as lawful heirs. 

Although not an active litigant 
in the case which was heard in 
the soviet court yesterday, the 
name of Isadora Duncan, the Amer- 
ican dancer, one of Yessinin’s 
wives, was closely woven into the 
entangled legal web. i 

According to the court records, 
Yessinin’s three wives, in the order 
of their marriage to the poet, were 
Zinaida Meyerhold, a well known 
actress and. wife of the famous 
revolutionary playwright and pro- 
ducer of that name, who bore the 
poet two children; Isadora Duncan, 
and Sofia Tolstoy, grandchild of 
Count Leo Tolstoy. Yessinin had 
in addition two sons born of other 
women.

Sister Claims Estate. 

The poet’s elder sister submitted 
to the court a will left by Yessinin 
dated April 10, 1925, and certified 
by the house committee of the 
-apartment in which he lived. By 
this will Yessinin left her all his 
property, including the copyrights 
of his poems, millions of copies of 
which have been sold in Russia. 
An unusual feature of this testa- 
ment is that it was executed at 
the time when Yessinin was legally 
married to Sofia Tolstoy. 

Sofia Tolstoy's claim as rightful 
heir is attacked by the poet’s par- 
ents on the ground that Yessinin’s 
marriage to her was invalid. They 
contend that the poet’s marriage to 
Isadora Duncan, which was con- 
tracted in 1922, remained in force 
at the time of his death. 


This argument Sofia Tolstoy 


——- 


countered today by showing 
Yessinin, on September 18, 1925, 
took her to an obscure provinical 
Marriage bureau near Moscow, 
where, on the basis of a certificate 
apparently showing he was divorced 
from his. previous wife, the clerk 
granted the pair a marriage license. 


Both Marriages Stand. 


But it now appears that Yessinin, 
instead of submitting a certificate 
of divorce from Isadora Duncan, 
who was his second wife, produced 
a divorce decree from his first wife, 
Zinaida Meyerhotd, thus misleading 
the rural marriage bureau into 
granting him the right to marry 
again. ; 

The court, however, found that 
this act on the part of Yessinin did 
not cancel his marriage to Sofia 
Tolstoy, and therefore it denied the 
plea of Yessinin’s parents to annul 
that marriage. 

Completely baffled by all the con- 
flicting claims of the poet’s mani- 
fold heirs, the court adjourned the 
case for a fortnight to permit all 
the heirs and pretenders to submit 
further proofs and arguments.

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DEGKBOYS ABOARD SHIP 
ARE COLLEGE TOURISTS 


75 ‘Per Cent of the Shipping 
Board’s Recruits Make but 
Single Round Trip. 


1,244 HIRED DURING YEAR 


(By the Associated Press.) 
More than 1,209 college students 
and other young men are annually 
seeing the world as. ‘‘deckboys” 
on vessels of the United States Ship- 
ping Board. Figures made avail- 
able yesterday disclosed that in the 
fiscal year ended June 30, last, 
1,244 ‘“deckboys’’ made one or 
more round trips on government 
ships, doing odd jobs and receiving 
$25 per month. 

It was admitted that during the 
Summer months the young men are 
chiefly college students willing to 
do any sort of work as a means of 

getting a trip abroad. An indorse- 
ment from a senator or representa- 
tive backs up many of the appli- 
cations for jobs. 

While the official 
the Shipping Board states that 
“The creation of the position of 
deckboy by the United States Ship- 
ping Board is for the purpose of 
affording an opportunity to young 
native born Americans who desire 
to follow the sea for a livelihood,” 
the board’s records indicate that 
about 75 per cent make only ons 
round trip voyage.”

year. QOut of every dollar of profit 
made by American corporations, 
these 168 companies retained near- 
ly 28 cents in their treasuries, later 
to be passed on, in. part, to their 
stockholders in dividends. 

These 168 highly successful com- 
panies did a gross business of more 
than $25,000,000,000 during the 
year, leaving the remaining $72,- 
000,000,000 worth of corporate 
business to be divided among all 
the other corporations of the coun- 
try. To bring the equation down 
to simple terms, out of every 2 000 
corporations doing business in the 
country, one mammoth concern, on 
the average, did 27.6 per cent of 
the business, leaving the , other 
1,999 to divide the remaining 72.4 
per cent of the business among 
them. 

While the foregoing figures are 
three years old, they are the latest 
available in the government files 
and because of the similarity of the 
business revival in 1926 with that 
of 1923, they are pechliarly appli- 
cable to conditions today. They 
probably represent the correct pro- 
portions of profits and losses inet. 
dental to our present prosperity. Te 
project the picture from 1923 to - 
1926, using the former figures as 
a basis, is not difficult. It may rea- 
sonably be expected to show the fol- 
lowing: ‘ 

The number of mammoth 
porations has increased slightly, 
running to not more than 1,200, 
which will make a net profit of $1.- 
000,000, or more each this year, 
Out of these less than 200 of the 
largest corporations will skim the 
cream of the present-day profits, 
and their net income probably will 
exceed $3,000,000,000. The re- 
maining 1,000 large corporations 
will split estimated profits of somee 
what less than $2,000,000,000. 
The two Aargest groups, 1,200 {nm 
all, will therefore divide half of the 
corporate profits now in the making 
in 1926, assuming that business 
runs true to its previous form. The 
remaining half of the corporate 
profits, or $5,000,000,000, will be 
divided among some 250,000 small- 
er corporations. 

Of these, a relatively small group, 
not exceeding 1,500, will divide 
nearly $1,000,000,000 in profits. 
That is the proportion of past yeat™ 
of less abundant prosperity. 
Ownership of the chief corpora- 
tions is divided, an estimate shows, 
among more than 8,000,000 stock- 
holders,

WEEDS THAT CAUSE MILK 
SICKNESS. 

ILK SICKNESS has played no 
M small role in American his- 

tory. For instance, it caused 
the death of Nancy Hanks. In that 
way it influenced the career of 
Abraham Lincoln. The future Pres- 
ident, had his mother lived, might 
not have taken his canal boat trips 
down the river. He might not have 
left his cheerless home as a very 
young man to work his way on flat- 
boats on the Sangamon or clerk and 
sleep in the store at Salem. 

In the early part of this century, 
milk sickness ranked with the ague 
as the enemy of the immigrant, but 
these references to the past of milk 
fever are likely to make us think 
the disease has been wiped out. 
That is far from being true. In this 
year, a fair number of people, prin> 
cipally farmers and people who live 
in smaller towns, will die from this 
disease, and the toll paid by live 
stock will be considerable. 

Milk fever is a form of drug poi- 
soning caused by drinking poisoned 
milk. A plant poison is responsible. 
For a long time it was thought to be 
a bacterial disease, but that theory 
has been disapproved. 

Cows eat the poisonous plant and 
are poisoned by it. So much of 


the poison as is not used by the 


body of the cow is passed into her 
milk: People, calves, hogs, .chick- 
ens—whatever animals drink this 
milk—are poisoned by it. While 
most of the cows that give poison- 
ous milk are themselves seriously 
sick, it does happen that a cow 
may give enough poisonous milk to 
kill the family using it without be- 
ing gravely sick herself. 

In the middle West the weed 
which causes milk sickness is white 
snakeroot. Marsh, Roe and Claw- 
son have found that the alkali dis- 
ease of western Texas and of New 
Mexico is a form of milk sickness. 
It is caused by cows eating a weed 
commonly called rayless goldenrod. 


Requests for such service can not be answered. 


Investigators connected with Pur- 
due university. have found still 
other weeds that may cause the 
disease. 

Fortunately, all the various 
weeds capable of causing milk sick- 
ness are rather shunned by cows 
and other live stock. Milch cows 
will not eat them until the pastur- 
age gets scanty and poor. Some 
of them grow in shady places 
where there is not much grass. In 
very hot weather the cows will eat 
the weeds in the shady places 
rather than go into the hot, sunny 
places for grass. 

Poison in the sick cow’s milk is 
carried into cream and butter made 
from the milk. It is probable that 
souring the milk, does not destroy 
the poison and in that way make it 
safe. I know of no proof as to 
the effect of pasteurizing or boil- 
ing. I have never heard of milk 
sickness due to eating cheese made 
from poisoned milk.

If for any reason 
you can’t get the work done by 
‘September 15, my advice would be 
to postpone it entirely until early 
next April and then pray for cool, 
rainy weather until the middle of 
May. ’ 

There are endless oddities about 
making plants grow, as you’re 
rapidly learning, and this may bea 
new one to you. But cheer up, old 
boy-—I’'ll give you a lot more of ’em 
before I’m through!

Saturday half-holidays in the 
government departments are over 
for the summer, another reminder 
that the happy season is about over. 
Rain, and warmer is predicted for 
today in Washington as well as over 
most of the South Atlantic and East 
Gulf States. The prediction for the 
Middle Atlantic and New England 
States is cool and clear. 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, is 
filling out-of-town speaking en- 
gagements over the holiday. He 
spoke in Carnegia hall at New York 
last night and will speak at the 
Sesquicentennial in Philadelphia to- 
day. In a message to all members 
of the federation issued before he 
left Saturday, Mr. Green’ urged 
union labor to go to the polls and 
vote in November.

Driscoll Asserts Farmers and 
Retailers Should Be Near 
Each Other. 


It is virtually necessary that the 
farmers’ row and the ref&il market 
be in close conjunction, according 
to A. J. Driscoll, president of the 
Mid-City Citizens association. ‘‘The 
farmers get a lot of trade from the 
customers at the retail market,’’ 
Mr. Driscoll said last night, in dis- 
agreeing with a statement of Com- 
missioner Bell which said that it 
was not necessary for the two to be 
together. 

“Purchasers of meat and other 
commodities in the retail market 
naturally buy their green goods 
from the farmers close by,’ - he 
added. 

“TIT really believe that the retail 
market, the farmers’ row and the 
commission merchants should have 
their stands close together,’’ Mr. 
Driscoll said, ‘but if there must be 
separation, let it be the commis- 
sion merchants and not the farm- 
ers. Other cities keep .them to- 
gether. Lexington market, in Bal- 
timore, which I think is one of the 
largest in this country, has the two 
together.”’
